A COPY OF THE PRESENT REGULATIONS 
For the Appointment of the Permit Writers, stating, by whom they are appointed, 
and what the limitation of Age is for Admission to the Service. 

FORMERLY the Government nominated persons to fill the situations of 
Permit Clerks, but experience having proved that such offices should be filled by officers 
who had practical experience in the art of guagjpg, stocking, &c. the Board of Excise 
have selected from the ranks of surveyors and guagers, such as appeared eligible, or 
persons who had filled those situations and had been superannuated, but deemed 
competent to do the duty, and whose superannuated allowances ceased during the 
time they were so employed. 

There is not any limitation of Age for admission to the service, character and com- 
petency being the only requisites required. 

Assistant Temporary Clerks are not placed on the establishment, but are nominated 
by the Board, as occasion may require, and paid on incidents, and are marked as such 
in the annexed List.
